ILLINOIS DEMOCRACY. 


A MOMENTOUS QUESTION. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
SPRINGFIELD, III., July 25.—There are here as 
yet but a mere handful of delegates, Central 
Committeemen, and managing politicians to at- 
tend the Democratic Convention and accompa- 
nying side-shows,—not enough to furnish other 
than faint foreshadowings of the temper and 
probable action of that gathering.” A careful 
canvass among those now here develops the fact 
that there is not a little diversity of opinion as 
to the programme to be adopted and carried out 
by the Convention. The desideratum, it is 
without dissent conceded, is to effect a 
coalition with the Decatur Greenback In- 
dependents. The divergence of views is 
upon thc mighty conundrum whether tbe tail 
shall wag the dog or the dog the tail, and it 
may require considerable harmonizing to solve 
it in anything like satisfactoryfashion. Gentle- 
men who assume to represent the Decatur 
movement are already on the ground, innocent- 
ly straining to open wide their mouths to swal- 
low the great unterrified of the State, which is 
in like manner prepared to 
GULP DOWN THE WHOLE DECATUR CONCERN 
ata single mouthful. The Democracy of the 
northern part of the State, so far as here rep- 
resented, is gefierally favorable to the 
indorsement of the entire Decatur ticket in 
order to get the Independent-Greenback vote 
for Tilden Electors, and to pave the way for 
coalitions on Congressioual ana Legislative 
tickets. It is urged that Stewart, the Decatur 
nomine for Governor, is a reliable Democrat, 
or as good a Democrat as is wanted at least; 
that Hise, on the same ticket, is a dyed-in-the- 
wool Democrat also, and that substantially the 
rest of the Decatur ticket is genuine old-line, 
only the candidates 
DON’T CALL THEMSELVES DEMOCRATS. 
But the Egyptian Democracy, as far as it has 
reached here, is dead set agin anything except 
a straightout ticket.“ They can’t reckon 
up that they made anything out of their 
coalition with the Independents in the Haines 
Legislature, and their experiences there are re- 
called with disgust. Besides, from the. number 
of candidates talked of, there are, as an en- 
lightened Democrat ffom the northern part of 
the State said to-day, an awful lot of fools who 
think the Democrats are going to carry the 
State, and who don’t know that the only fight 
for them to make is for — — 
THE CONTROL OF THE LEGISLATURE, 
so as to secure the next United States Senator. 
Thus Lieut.-Gov. Glefin, Sam Marshall, Tom 
Casey, Josh Allen, Gen. J. C. Black, ex-State 
Sen.tor Brown, and others of the war-horse 
order, are talked of for the Governorship. 
Between these two factions is a third, which is 
opposed to the ratification of the Decatur 
but favors the nomination as 
Democrats of as many of the Decatur candi- 
dates as may be necessary in order to make cer- 
tain of the capture of the Independent-Grecn- 
back votes. This is 
GEN. M’CLERNAND’S PROGRAMME. 
He says the party in Illinois cannot put itsclf 
upon a platform opposed to that adopted at St. 
Louis. By ratify the Decatur nominations 
the Illinois Democracy would put themselves 
upon both platforms, one for the State and 
the other for the National ticket, while the 
election comes off for both on the same day, and 
that, in the General’s opinion, is a circus act the 
Illinois Democracy can’t perform. On the other 
hand, Pickerell, the Deatur candidate for 
Lieutenant-Governor, who is here, ready and 
willing to accept the Democratic nomination, 
was to-day heard to remark that it would be no 
more incongruous or difficult for the Democracy 
of IIlinsis to mount both platforms than to put 
both Tilden and Hendricks on the St. Louis 
latform. Ex-Gov. Koerner, ex-Congressman 
Jim Robinson, John M. Palmer, Sam 8. Mar- 
shall, and others are quietly operating to 
DEFEAT THE INDORSEMENT OF THE DECATUR 
TICKET. ° 
They question the ability of the gentlemen 
who propos treat for the Decatur Independ- 
ent party, td deliver the votes they would dicker 
on. Back of that is another consideration per- 
haps more potent. ‘These gentlemen virtually 
concede that there is nothing possible for the 
party to gain at this election, unless it be con- 
trol of the next Legislature. In other words, 
that the prize for which the contest isto be 
made is not the Gubernatorial chair, but the 
United States Senatorship. The candidate 
for Governor will, in that view, be re- 
ally making the canvass for the United 
States Senate, and Koerner, Palmer, and Mar- 
shall dre each named forthe nomination for 
Governor, and are each supposed to 
HAVE AN BYE TO THE SENATORSHIP. 
With the like view a movement inaugurated in 
Kane County is afloat to nominate Gen. Farns- 
worth for Governor. The Senatorship is the 
prize which they all aspire to, and to make tle 
fight for that ev@ry one of the gentlemen named 
is believed to be determined to push Steward off 


the track at all events.

ILLINOIS, 
KANE COUNTY DEMOCRATIC CONVENTION. 
Special Correspondence af The Tribune. 
Geneva, III., July 24—The Convention to 
appoint delegates to the Democratic State Con- 
vention at Springfield, on the 27th inst., was 
held on Saturday; and the whole text and tenor 
of most of the speeches and action were in the 
interest of a combination with the Lew * 
Grangers to beat the Republican party in III. 
noi. They sung the song of the weird sisters i 
Black spirits and white, 
Blue spirits and gray, 
Mingle, mingle, mingle 
with anything or anybody to beat the Republic- 
ans. There were but sixty-three or four per- 
sons present, including the reporters, who were, 
with a dozen or more of other lookers-on, Re- 
publicans. But seven towns out of the sixteen 
were represented. Gus Herrington, seeing the 
scarcity of timber, wanted the Convention to 
resolve itself into a mass-meeting; but B. T. 
Hunt, an old, fossilizedB ourbon, said the Dem- 


ocrats were always beaten when they went into 
mass-meetings, and, as they had now met to 
win, he was opposed to such a resolution. B. 
F. Fridley, who has not been in a Democratic 
Convention before for years, introduced the fol- 
lowing resolution: 

Resolved, That. in the opinion of this Conven- 
tion, the welfare of the Government demands the 
overthrow of the 3 party; that we are 
satisfied a majority of the voters of the State of 
Illinois are opposed to the Republican party; and 
we are in favor of such a a 
voters on such a State tic as 0 
vember next the corrupt headed by a well- 
known corruptionist of the so-called Republican 

arty in this State; and in our opinion but one 

lectoral ticket should be putin the field by the 
combined .opposition to the party of public plun- 
derers.

THE WASHINGTON MONUMENT.

Wasnmorox, D. C., July 25.—The House 

Appropriations Committee has agreed to report 
a bill to aid in the construction of the Washing- 
ton monument which is materially different 
ma a bill as passed by: the Senate. The 

Committee will recommend the appro- 
priation of $200,000 in four annual installments 
of $50,000 each. This will enable the structure 
to be completed in time to be dedicated in Octo- 
ber, 1881, on the centennial anniversary of the 
susrender of Cornwallis at Yorktown.

tional om vy oye amounting to about $75,000, 
which would be lost if the National Government 
should assume entire control of the work of 
completion.

the matter. The complaint is based upon 
the clause of the law which requires that 
bank shares shall be listed and assessed with 
regard to the ownership and value thereof 
as ascertained on the Ist day of May of each 
year. This, it is claimed, has not beendone, 
but that bank shares valued at a high premi- 
um have been listed and assessed the same 
as thares which are rated below par.

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THE TAX BATTLE. 

We have not published the list of the names 
of the 600 persons who have entered a protest 
against paying any taxes forthe year 1875. 
In a few cases the objéctions are of a sub- 
stantial character, which in every instance is 
conceded by the Court and the errors rectified. 
But the objections of the 600 are not of a 
character impeaching the nftrits of the tax. 
It is an avowed declaration against the pay- 
ment of any tax for tha support of the State, 
County, Town, or City Governments. The 
list, of course, is headed by the editor of the 
Chicago Times, who, a few weeks ago, ap- 
pealed to the forty thousand tax-payers of 
Chicago to all unite with him in refusing to 
pay any more taxes for any purpose. He 
was gracious enough ‘to compare himself 
with Oxrven CromwetLt, Hampprn, Jon 
Hancocr, Saw Abus, and Gronda Wasn- 
tneTon, who, he said, had wog imperishable 
fame by refusing to pay taxes for sewerage, 
water, and schools. He now describes him- 
self and his associates in the following man- 
ner : a 
Over 600 of the largest tax-payers in Chicago— 
men who have done more than any other 600 that 
could be picked out to advance the greatness and 
prosperity of this city—are now engaged in the 
laudable effort to compel the overgrown army of 
official devourers to relax their grip upon the city’s 
throat. 
A reference to the names of Srorry’s 
brigade will show the men who modestly 
claim to be the authors of the greatness and 
prosperity of Chicago. It is further claimed 
by the organ of the 600 that these people re- 
fuse to pay because they receive no bene- 
fit,” no consideration from the expenditures 
of City Government, and are willing to give 
up all advantages of the public service. We 
are thus officially informed that Mr. Manton 
D. Odo, Mr. F. H. WMSrox, E. H. Sxet- 
pon, Prerer Paox, M. C. Srearns, Grant 
Goopricz, W. F. Coo~tBavenr, OBADIAR Jacx- 
son, Sam WILIA, H. H. Honorz, and the 
others, that they wish and desire that the 
city shall extinguish the street-lamps, discon- 
neot all sewers draining the property owned 
by them, shall exempt their property from 
the service of the Fire Department and from 
the protection of the police. They, it is de- 
clared by the organ of Sronzr's brig- 
ade, earnestly ask. that their property 
shall no longer have sewer connections 
or water supply; that they want it under- 
stood that the Fire Department is not to pro- 
tect their property, and that no policeman is 
to take cognizance of any crime committed 
upon their premises or against their property. 
In further consideration of non-payment of 
taxes, they are willing to agree for them- 
selves and their tenants not to use the paved 
streets, or sidewalks, or to cross the bridges, 
or pass through the tunnels, or in any way 
avail themselves of any comfort, convenience, 
or benefit paid for and provided at the public 
expense. We submit to the consideration of 
the public whether this statement of the rea- 
sons why these persons refuse to pay the tax 
is true or false. Most of these persons own 
property which they rent to tenants. What 
‘would be the value of that property if de- 
prived even for one month of sewers, or 
water, or advertised as exempt from protec- 
tion by the Fire Department, or as free fields 
for the operations of thieves and burglars? 

We are confirmed that Mr. Storey, in 
giving this as the reason why his 600 associ- 
ates refuse to pay taxes, was guilty of false- 
hood, by another explanation or statement 
given in the same paper. Under the form of 
giving the views of one of the oldest inhab- 
itants of the city, it thus states the reason 
why the persons we have named, as well as 
the others of the 600, refuse to pay their 
taxes: | 

I tell you, the trouble is, the people can't pay 
their taxes. They are too poor to do so, and you 
might just tell Jon Mp, who is calling all 
these hard names, that there was a time when he 
was as hard up as some of these poor fellows who 
are now fighting to hald their property. It's true 
that taxes wern't as high in the old days as they 
have been since Joz became Mayor, but Jog ought 
not to be proud on that account. He might find 
some peoule over in the School Section who don't 
pay their taxes now, and perhaps they are in just 
the same fix that lots of other people are.

Is even Mr. Sronxr 
himself, who publishes this explanation in 
behalf of himself and his associates, bor- 
rowing money at 3 per cent per month in 
order te keep the unoccupied and revenue- 
Times building from his creditdrs?

These 600 know their own 
business, but the preperty which is only held 
by paying 36 per cent for borrowed money 
is hardly worth holding, and it can only be a 
question of time before it must pass out of 
their hands. n 

Is this the melancholy condition, is this 
the real pretext, of these 600 men who were 
announced as nobly imitating the example of 
Gzorce WasHinaton and Oxiven CromweELi 
in refusing to pay taxes? Was Oxrver or 
Grondx, like Waun and Sam, borrowing 
money at 3 per cent a month, and did they 
strike for freedom merely to save thg inter- 
est on the amount of their tax? 3 
Wo submit to the many respectable gentle- 
men whose names appear among these 600 
that however the disgraceful ‘notoriety may 
be gratifying to the chief of the Times estab- 
lishment, the associatjon, after his explana- 
tion of the motives leading to the anti-tax 
combination, can hardly be creditable. He 
declares them to be in a condition of desper- 
ate insolyghcy or of aggravated lunacy, and 
the only from ,either of these is to 
claim to be dishonestly seeking to transfer 
their debts upon some other persons. We 
are satisfied, therefore, that however incon- 
siderately the 600 may have permitted crafty 
speculating attorneys to persuade them into 
tax resistance, they willeaccept Judge Wat- 
Lacs judgment as final, and that they will 
continue the resistance no longer. Let the 
really bankrupt and dishonest follow the 
Times to the higher courts, there to be 
snubbed and rebuked, and finally compelled 
to pay the public revenue which they seek 
to appropriate. 


“ADMIRAL” WHITTHOBNE’S REPORT. 

The investigation of the Navy Department 
was intrusted to a Special Committee, in ad- 
dition to the incidental investigation of Sec- 
retary Rosrson that came up in other Com- 
mittees. The Committee on Naval Affairs, 
headed by Mr. WRrrrnonxx, a dry-land sailor 
from Tennessee, has made up its report and 
sent it out to the world before presenting it 
to Congress. The action is unparliaméntary 
and ifregulfr; and shows that the real pur- 
port of the document, like the report of the 
Real-Estate Pool Committee on Roszson, 
which was similarly distributed some days 
ago, is to make some Democratic capital for 
the pending Presidential campaign, and hold 
up the opinion of the Democratic members 
of the Committee as final, without pressing 
the alleged offenses to trial, as provided for 
in the Constitution. The attempt, as well 
asthe purpose, is disreputable. We have 
already said, concerning the alleged viola- 
tion of law in ‘transferring the na- 
banking firm of 
Jay Cooxz, MoCutztoce & Co. during 
the panic, that if the report fairly sum- 
marized the-evidence in the case, there is 
sufficient basis for impeachment, and that it 
is the duty of the Democratic House to pro- 
ceed at once to present articles against Sec- 
retary Rosrson in order that the Senate may 
proceed immediately to his trial.

Men like Lamas, who have 
had the manliness to protest against this 
murder, and the few Democratic newspapers 
which have had nerve enough to stigmatize 
it as a shocking outrage, have become, the 
target of abuse and vilification all through 
the South. There are some of these papers, 
however, which hit back, among them the 
Charleston News and Courier. It perti- 
naciously adheres to its original comments, 
and still declares that the ostrich policy in 
treating the affair was neither wise nor prac- 
ticable. In answer to the state- 
ments of the Augusta Constitutionalist, 
that the publication of the particulars 
of the Hamburg affair was injurious to the

RETRENCH INTELLIGENTLY. 

In making retrenchment and lopping off 
superfluous expenses, there is always danger 
of cutting too close, and inflicting injury 
where good was intended. The tax-payers 
of the city will regret to notice that there is 
some hesitation about completing the West 
Side pumping-works, which only need 
$50,000 to put them in working order. This 
is an expense which it is neither wise nor 
practical to attempt to cut off. There should 
be no hesitation at all about the expediency 
or the expense; on the other hand, the work 
should be driven through to completion with- 
out a moment's delay. There is no other 
public work so important or so imperatively 
necessary. We are now in the dangerous 
season of the year. From the Ist of Jily to 
the Ist of October, or a little later, the city is 
exposed to strong southwest winds. It is 
one dry season also, and we are liable to 
have a recurrence of the conditions that pre- 
ceded our great fires, although we are better 
prepared to meet a conflagration now than 
then. While we might not have a recurrence 
of a fire like that of 1871, or even of that of 
1874, still itis best to be on the safe side, 
where we can have absolute protection 
against any serious loss by fire. A million 
aud a half of dollars have already been ex- 
pended, and to stop now, when it only re- 
quirea $50,000 to complete the work, would 
be a reckless disregard of the city’s most im- 
portant needs. Again, the Common Council, 
which is anxious to make reductions in the 
cost of the Fire Department, cannot 
act intelligently until these works are 
finished and their effect upon the 
water-pressure is accurately determined. If 
the results should be what are expected, a 
very material saving can be effected, and an 
immense reduction can be made of the cost 
of insurance, probably saving more in a 
month than .the whole cost of completing 
the works. With reference to the policy of 
stopping work on the Fullerton-avenue con- 
duit, the Council should act with caution. 
The work should not stop unless it is ab- 
solutely necessary and there is no money to 
pay for it. North Chicago suffers fearfully 
in hot weather from stagnant surface-water 
and lack of drainage, and so important a 
work ought not to be interrupted unless it is 
absolutely certain that there is no way of 
paying for it. 

™ j.§° THE RESUMPTION LAW. 

The Tun organ in this city comes to 
the rescue of the Hzenprickxs wing of the 
party which is demanding the repeal of the 
resumption clause of the act of 1875. We 
have shown that this act is inoperative and 
barren. All that it is demanded should be 
repealed is the clause stating that on the Ist 
of January, 1879, the legal-tenders should 
be redeemed in coin, on demand. But the 
law otherwise made no effective provision to 
enable the Secretary of the Treasury to do 
so. The act, it is true, authorized him to 
sell bonds of a class designated at par in 
coin, and use the proceeds. But thege bonds 
are the 4 and 44 per cent bonds, which have 
never been salable at par. The only use they 
could be put to, they being short bonds, is to 
make them thirty or forty year bonds, and 
then they might be exchanged at par for 
five-twenty bonds, which are now at the op- 
tion of the Government. But they cannot 
be sold for gold at par. The Secretary was 
also authorized to employ the surplus reve- 
nue, but the days of surplus revenue have 
passed away for an indefinite stay. So, 
really, there is not, and has never been, any 
provision made for the execution of the 
mere declaratien that the greenbacks should 
be redeemed in coin in January, 1879. 

The TiLpEnN organ, however, contends that 
this barren law has frightened the banks 
into retiring theircurrency three years and 
more in advance of the day of resumption. 
The reason why the banks have given up a 
large portion of their circulation is the very 
simple and plain one that it has ceased to be 
profitable. They find it more profitable to 
convert their bonds into currency at 120 
to 124, and do business with that, than 
to have a circulation of $90 on the $100 
bond, and pay taxes on the circulation. 
There are various expenses, amounting toa 
heavy tax, attendant on bank circulation, 
and hence banks in all the large cities have 
surrendered their notes to the extent the law 
permits, and have withdrawn their bonds. 
Had the circulation been profitable, these 
banks would never have abandoned it three 
years or more in advance of a most improba- 
ble event. om

efforts to break up the Whisky Rings and col- 
lect the excise taxes. From the tariff there 
has been a filling off of nearly ten millions 
of dollars, on account of its prohibitory 
‘character. While everything was inflated, 
and prices high, and speculation rife, the 
prohibitory character of the tariff was less 
seen than at present. Before the panic it 
yielded more,than $216,000,000 of revenue. 
Since then there has been a rapid decline. 
Last year the Protectionists reimposed the 
10 per cent deduction made in 1872 under 
the pretense that it would increase the reve- 
nue, but no guch effect has followed the act. 
This year not to exceed $140,000,000 will 
be obtained from this source. The revenue 
derived from the tariff for several years has 
been as follows: 


In two or three years more it will not yield 
enough to pay the interest and sinking fund 
of the debt. 

The Ci y Gas Inspector has been heard 
from. He hasn't said anything of any par- 
ticular value, nor given any information that 
couldn’t have been obtained gratuitously 
from any practical gas-fitter, but it was just 
enough to remind the public that there is 
such an official drawing $2,000 or $3,000 a 
year out of a depleted City Treasury without 
rendering any services which are of the 
slightest value to the public, and generally 
without being heard of from one year’s end 
to the other. This should remind the Coun- 
cil to abolish the office, to take effect at the 
end of the fiscal year, and remind Mayor 
Harz to discharge the present incumbent 
immediately as a useless expense which the 
city cannot afford. We have no doubt that a 
good many items of this kind can be saved 
as the Mayor and Council get around to 
them.

The Committee on Equalization of the County 
Board, which has been in session several days to 
hear complaints against the late assessment, 
yesterday received acomplaint which involves 
more than it would seem on its face.

would seem apparent and call for a remedy, 
which is provided by the law, which says: “ No 
complaint that another is assessed too low shall 
be acted upon until the person so assessed, or 
his agent, shall be notified of such complaint,”
